Yohe, New Oxford R. 3, suffered 
from shock and a bruise over her 
right eye, and Bonacci suffered an 
injury to the little finger on his 
right hand. 
Damage to Black’s machine was 
estimated at $125, while damage to 
the truck was placed at $75. 
A local state highway motor pa­ 
trolman investigated the accident.

J. Spear, Baltimore neurologist, who 
also is treating Ann Faber, six- 
year-old daughter of Mr, and Mrs. 
Fred 8. Faber. Lincoln avenue, who 
is at the University of Maryland 
hospital, Baltimore, with infantile 
paralysis. 
The Geraty child was taken to 
Baltimore on Monday, and is now 
under Dr. Spear's observation at St. 
Agnes hospital there. 
According to word from Doctor 
Spear today, he has not yet com­ 
pleted his diagnosis of the child’s ill­ 
ness, but indicated that it “looks 
suspiciously” like infantile paralysis. 
Board Awaits Diagnosis 
The Biglerville school board de­ 
cided not to open its schools until 
positive diagnosis of the child’s ill­ 
ness is made. Should the illness 
not be infantile paralysis, the Big­ 
lerville schools probably will open 
on Thursday; otherwise, the open­ 
ing will be postponed probably until 
next week. 
Mr. and Mrs. Geraty, who are in 
Baltimore with their son, moved to 
Biglerville about two weeks ago 
when Mr. Geraty began his duties 
as an inspector of peaches being 
shipped from that place. The fam­ 
ily formerly resided at Charleston, 
South Carolina. 
The paralysis in the child’s face is 
said to be unusual in cases of in­ 
fantile paralysis, although the weak­ 
ness in the arm is typical of the 
disease. 
Crisis Is Expected 
Today was expected to mark the 
crisis in the condition of little Ann 
Faber, who was removed to the 
University of Maryland hospital, 
Baltimore, Sunday, after her illness 
was diagnosed as infantile paralysis. 
The child is reported to have re­ 
sponded nicely to the initial treat­ 
ments, and hopes are held that the 
paralysis may be prevented, 
As a result of the local outbreak 
of Infantile paralysis, tile Gettysburg 
public schools, scheduled to Open 
today, will not resume until next 
Monday.

Bituminous Mine 
Survey Shows 512 
Closed; 1,528 Open 


A study of operating conditions 
and decline in production and em­ 
ployment in the bituminous mining 
regions, Just completed by tile de­ 
partment of mines, shows that dur­ 
ing the five-year period. 1927 to 1931 
inclusive, 512 mines were abandoned. 
This was due in some instances, to 
exhaustion of coal but largely to 
business conditions making opera­ 
tion of mines unprofitable and in 
many 
cases 
impossible, 
due 
to 
financial collapse of owner or op­ 
erator. Mines now available for op­ 
eration total 1528. 
'Hie total annual production of 
those abandoned mines, as reported 
to the department for 
year in 
which each of Hie mines last op­ 
erated was 12,000.000 tons and the 
total number of employes, 23,000. 
Many bituminous mines now idle 
have not operated for a number of 
years and are virtually abandoned 
but have not been reported to the 
department of mines. 
Many such 
mines are filled with water, mine 
openings fallen shut, and necessary 
equipment for operation, such as 
ti pi >1 as and tracks, have been de­ 
stroyed or removed. Resumption of 
operation at those mines would be 
very slow and would involve large 
expenditure.

4 Hurt As Farmers Ambush 
Trucks Running Blockade 


Spiked Logs, Scrap Iron And Rocks Rained On Caravan 
By Irate Pickets; Rescue Posse Too Late. 


Sioux City, Sept. 6 (AP)—Violence 
broke out afresh in the farm strike 
area Monday and four drivers were 
injured when pickets besieged a 
caravan of produce-laden trucks. 
Scores of drivers succeeded in 
bringing 
livestock 
here 
Monday 
morning, but when a group of truck­ 
ers beyond James, a village north of 
here, decided to run the farmers’ 
blockade, reports of their move 
reached picket lines, and farmers 
hurriedly remobilized their forces 
and lay in wait for them. 
Monday’s battle was in defiance of 
a truce proclaimed a week ago and 
occurred on the eve of a parley 
called by Iowa county leaders of the 
National Farmers Holiday associa­ 
tion. 


The strikers, who hope that by 
keeping farm goods from market 
they can force an advance in prices, 
hurled spiked logs, scrap iron, poles 
and stones in front of the trucks 
and at the drivers. 
James Brummer, of Sioux Center, 
a farmer, received a broken shoul­ 
der when he was struck by a piece 
of timber. Carl Johnson, of Ireton, 
Marvin Eyler, of Craig, and an Em- 
mettsburg driver who refused to give 
his name were badly cut and bruised 
by the missiles and glass from 
broken windshields. 
Sheriff John Davenport dispatch­ 
ed forty special deputies to fthe 
scene, but they arrived after all but 
one of the machines had succeeded 
in running the blockade.

“Labor disturbances have been neg­ 
ligible through the past year or two, 
even in the face of social restiveness 
and the pleadings and preachings of 
false prophets.”
